THE SLIPPERY SUMMIT 


Never has the news spotlight been busier that in recent weeks, darting from one 
hot spot of revolutionary turmoil and racial conflict to another--Korea, Turkey, 
Cuba, South Africa, Dixie; shifting from the final death watch on Caryl Chessman at 
San Quentin prison, California to the crowded streets of London to view the most col- 
orful display of British pageantry since the coronation of Queen Elizabeth IIs; sweep- 
ing an arc over Moscow, the Ural Mountains and European centers of diplomatic in- 
telligence to probe the explosive mystery of the downed U.S. jet U-2 reconnaissance 
plane, gauge its effect on the impending summit conference and bring in the returns: 
BIG 4 IN DEEP FREEZE ON EVE OF SUMMIT. ‘If the Big Four hold their summit meeting 
May 16 as scheduled, it will be in an atmosphere chillier than the blizzards which

time to time the spotlight has hovered over the royal honeymoon yacht, 
cruising in Caribbean waters. It followed Princess Margaret's compatriot Dr. Barbara 
Moore on her transcontinental walking tour, sighting her at Elko, Nevada; at Jensen, 
Utah; at Hayden, Colorado in the act of getting an ankle taped; at Denver enjoying 
a public reception in her honor. ‘DR. MOORE CONQUERS BERTHOUD PASS" announced a 
copy of Rocky Mountain News that I picked up after making the same steep grade--not, 
however, on foot as did Dr. Moore, but on wheels equipped with chains necessary to 
negotiation of that slippery summit, "She did itS The indestructible Dr. Barbara 
Moore waltzed as pretty as you please up, across, and down 11,307-foot Berthoud 
Pass Thursday just as she promised,..'' The same issue of Rocky Mountain News re- 
cords: "A tight-lipped State Secretary Christian Herter left for the Paris summit 
conference Thursday, He refused to predict whether progress would be made toward « 
solving East-West problems." 

Bracketed between Red Day on which the sworn enemies of Christian civiliza- 
tion annually parade their military might and shake their clenched fists in the face 
of God, and Memorial Day marked by a nation's grateful pilgrimage to the bivouac of 
its war dead, a month of spectacular events and developments of deadly import passes 
into history. It takes its place in the retreating march of the months that saw the 
buildup of Soviet might from May Day to May Day, and from one diplomatic "summit" to 


The Unknown Soldier of World War One had but recently found his resting place 
in Arlington Cemetery when the Oakland Tribune of April 30, 1923 headlined: "RUHR 
RIOTS THREATENED ON MAY DAY, SPECTRE OF ANARCHY CASTING SHADOW OVER GERMANY AS 
DANGER OF CIVIL WAR BEGINS TO MENACE THE NATION..e..So serious are the symptoms of 
disintegration that many warning voices are making a last attempt to make themselves 
heard in such quarters abroad as may render eleventh-hour assistance to Germany. 
Most of these voices are sounded secretly. Among them are the voices of Catholic 
church leaders in Germany who visualize a tide of Bolshevism rolling westward and 
making central Europe the first bloody battleground in the supreme struggle for 
supremacy of the continent." 

Then, as now, the somber scene was relieved by the sparkle of a royal wedding 
and the radiance of a beautiful bride, The Tribune's photo caption ran: "WHEN LADY 
ELIZABETH BECAME DUCHESS. Official photo, taken inside Westminster Abhey, showing 
the actual wedding of the Duke of York, second son of King George and Queen Mary, 
and Lady Elizabeth Bowes-lyon, daughter of the Earl of Strathmore, on April 26. At 
the right, within the chancel is KING GEORGE, with QUEEN MARY at his right and his 
mother, QUEEN MOTHER ALEXANDRA, at his right. The Archbishop of Canterbury is seen 
performing the marriage ceremony. Below, LADY ELIZABETH, leaving her home in Bruton 
Street, bound for the Abbey." 

The setting--the historic old abbey--is the same but the bride of 37 years ago 
is the Queen Mother of today, and the photographic record of Princess Margaret's 
wedding came alive on the television screen by virtue of a 37-year march of sciene . 
tific progress that also enabled the world's reds from Moscow to Havana, from Peipin 


to East Berlin, to celebrate May Day, 1960 with a rocket-rattling accompaniment to 
demonstrations against "Yankee aggression"' so threatening as to make it certain 
that they are closing in for the revolutionary kill. 

Throughout the month and to cataclysmic effect they have shared front-page 
headlines with the fury of the elements. The earth trembled as a succession of 
giant quakes rocked Chili, as tidal waves hit Hawaii and Japan, as Khrushchev snarl-

around the globe, the ghost of Chessman and the controversial bak ee of abolish- 


ment of the death penalty haunted the international press dispatches. AP and UFI,

Memorial Day, 1960 is a reminder of the price we have paid for conferences held 
on the Slippery Summit at Yalta, Teheran, Potsdam and the U.N. Charter Conference 
in the staggering total of our casualties in wars that littered foreign battlefields 
with the bodies of our dead and wounded and invariably pete off to the aggrandize~ 
ment of the Soviet Union. This,too, is the price we will have paid for an anti~- 
Christian world government—the ultimate objective of all these summits--to be based 
logically, in the state of Israel, a product of the Balfour Declaration, which was 
the reward to American Zionists for bringing the United States into the first world 
war on the side of England rather than on that of Germany. The collapse of the 1960 
summit meeting prove to have been an Act of God granting Christians additional 
time in which to become awakened and to act to save themselves.
